a reference to tho success of the Suez 
canal as an investment. 
In 1874, the 


canal was passed by 1,20-1 ships ot about 
2,4*.0,000 toes; in 1SSO the revenue was 
87,200,000; in 1SS1 tho revenue was SS,- 
400,000; in 1SS2, the revenue was $12,109,- 
175. Last year the general stagnation ot 
commerce retarded tbe advance, autJ yet 
3,807 ships passed tho canal, and the rev- 
enue was $14,167,125. In eleven months 
of the present yoar, 8,057 vessels passed 
through tbe canal, against 3,OGC in the 
same mouths last yoar, ond the revenue, 
in epito of reduced tolls and abolished 
dues, was Sll.587.-130, against S12.137,- 
145 for the same eleven months last year 
Stockholders received dividends last year 
amounting to IS per cent on their invest- 
ment.

From this text an admirable and forci-

hibitory laws in Iowa and Kansas have 
totally failed Cor the simple reason that 
they have not beon supported by u pop- 
ular sentiment in those states. Tbo law 
in Maine has never been strictly on- 
forced, and thia being quite evident 
to tho law-makero of tbe state, they lately 
made the law an orgnuic ouo in tbe hope 
tbat it might be more successful than the 
statutory law which hus been iij exist- 
ence for ueor:y twenty-five years, and al] 
tba while a virtual dead letter. 


But how is it in Iowa and Kansas ? Dr. 


Dio Lewis, a strong temperance man, aa 
ererybody knows, recently made a visit 
to Iowa. Hia testimony ia worth some 
thing because bo is a man ot the highefj 
personal probity and of unshaken integ- 
rity. He speaks as tollows: 


In placos whore I was told that drink 


could not be had for lovoor money I saw 
man reeling drunk through the streets, 
and in Iowa Oity, a banner prohibition 
town, I saw serenty-iivo or one hun- 
dred kegs ot beer being delivered from a 
brewery wagon. 


The Evening Wisconsin is authority 


for the statement, that a gentleman oi' 
Milwaukee had visited Iowa within tbe 
past two weeks, and reports that |beor by 
o&r-looda is delivered daily in the little 
city of Des Moiues; whilo in Sioux City, 
BO prevalent is the "prohibited" drinking 
habit and so crippled the city by its loss 
of income from liquor traffic, that busi. 
ness men are [considering the propriety 
ot permitting a city license to saloons in 
spite of the state law of prohibition. la 
both the oitiee named saloons are to be 
seen open and thriving.
